The secretary o£ state estimates that 


tho revenues received under th» general 
Jawi, will be sufficient to detruy the or- 
dinary expenses ot the stale for tho years 
1886 and 1S87. At the end of the fiscal 
year there was a balance on hand of 
59SS 507.15. Owing to this large surplus, 
the secretary ot state did not include tue 
item of S210.000 ot state tax, which was 
authorized by tho last legislature, in the 


' tax levy of 18S-1, and it seems to me that 


no additional tax will be necessary for 
188C 
and 1SS7. This is the first time in 


its history tho state has reached this de- 
siraole condition. 


N ow as to tho facts. As reoomrnonded 


by tbe governor and secretary of stato, 


tho legislature did not make any appro- 
priation for defraying expenses for the 
years 18SG and'87. The legislat ure did. 
however, enactftlaw which mcrtased the 
tax of 1883. Chapter 287, laws ot 1885. 
provides.that there shall |bo levied and 
collected annually, a state tax of one mill 
for each dollar of the assessed valuation 
of tho taxable property of the stato, 
which amount is to be appropriated to 
tho common school fund income, and to 
be disbursed in the name manner re- 
quired by law lor the disbursement of 
the common school fund income. The 
first levy under tins law occurs this year, 
and calls for $-188,139.01, Were it not 
for this amount the total state tax would 
be praotica)ly tho same as laat year.3 


The next item after this, is "the inter- 


est on certificates of indebtedness and 
school fund income." The secretary ot 
state is required by law to levy annually 
for the two portions of this item. 
The 


'•interest on certificate of indebtedness," 
is 5157,500, being the annual interest on 
52,500,000, tho amount of the certificates 
ot indebtedness which represents the old 
bonds and certificates issued for war pur- 
poses. This 
82,000,000 
is 
due the 


trust fund from tho state. The levying 
of the annual interest on this indebted 
ness is directed by section 2l>0 of the 
revised statutes. 
The other part of the 


item is S7.0SS.3G, innually levied accord- 
ing to section 247 JR. S. The purpose of 
this levy is best explained by a reading 
ot the section, Tho next item is one 
of £50,000.00, levied annually according 
to the provisions of section 49G, 14, S., 
8Dd chapter 352, laws of 1SS5, for the 
support of free high schools.the lawincrea 
sing the former appropriation of S25,000 
for this purpose to 550,000. Then, again, 
there is tbe levy of 810,000 called for by 
obapler S&i, laws ot 1SS5, which is to go 
toward too erection of a normal school in 
Milwaukee. 
Finally, the 
university 


tax, of one-eighth of one mill on tho 
dollar, required to bo levied according to 
section 890, E. S., amended by chapter 
SOO, laws of 1883, and amounting this 
year to SGI ,017,-10. 


25th of November, was as sudden as it 
was unexpected.

Ho 
took to his bed, but still no danger won 
apprehended, and while his wife wae 
absent from hii room for only a nimulo 
or two, ho quietly passed into the sleep 
ot death. 


Mr. flendricks had long been conspic- 


uous in tho polit cs of this onnntry. In 
early life he became prominent at the 
bar of his own state, and likewise was a 
leader in his party before he attained the 
age of 35. He rose rapidly from one 
position to another, serving in both 
branohes of the state legislature, then 
two terms in congress, then commissioner 
of 
the 
general 
land office, 
finally 


he 
reached 
the 
United 
States 


senate—serving from March 4th 1863, to 
March 4th 1SG9. He also was elected 
governor in 1S72 and hold tho office until 
1877. His last promotion was to the 
vice presidency. 


In politics Mr. Hondriolcs belonged 


to the old school of democracy. Long 
before the war his sympathies were with 
tho slave power; and when tho great 
conflict came, and 
th9 
Union' was 


rushed 
into 
the 
terrible 
strug- 


gle 
against 
disunion, 
his 
heart 


was not with .the cause of tho govern- 
ment, lie boldly, and. conscientiously, 
no doubt, clung to the belief, as the old, 
time democrats did, that the Union could 
not be saved by fighting. He wae, what 
was called in war times, a "peace demo- 
crat," which had only one meaning, nnd 
that was to settle the great question 
by allowing the south to settle on its own 
terms. 
Again, so thoroughly was Mr. 


Hendrioks imbued with the partisanship 
of the old school ot democrats, that from 
his youth up, he held closely to the 
Jacksonian doctrine of party spoils. In 
this respect he was among tho most 
pronounced of his party, and was op- 
posed to the professions of President 
Cleveland that there should bo no 
spoilsmen in politics. 


In very many respects Mr. [Hendrioks 


was ore ot the ablest men ii» his party. 
He was not only a fine lawyer, but in 
statesmanship he took rank with the 
chief leaders of the democracy. He woe 
a ripe scholar, a polished gentleman, a 
splendid orator, and in social life was 
on.e of tho strongest men in Indiana* 
For his rare personal probity and marked 
genial nature, ho was . esteemed by all 
who knew him. 


The foregoing are all the items which 


are included in the stato tax, are ail for 
educational purposes, and are levied un- 
der special provisions oC law, entirely

amounts, 
the 
first 
two 
items, 


namely the common s:hool and the one 
mill^tax, amounting to S-188,139.61, and 
the interest on certificates of indebted' 
ness and school fund income, amounting 
to S1C-1.GSS.3C, will both be apportioned 
back to tho several counties in the school 
apportionment next Juuo, on the basis of 
the number of children ot school age in 
each county. Thus, st will bo seen, that 
there is no tai levy of any kind for gen- 
eral purposes, or to defray the expenses 
of the stato.
